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L izvtenant Colonel JoOuN BOOKER beeng ſent out of the Province of Munſter by the 
Right Honourable the Lord of Inchiquine Lord Preſident, and the Councell of warre there, 
and having delivered Letters from his Lordſhip to the Hoyonrable the Speaker of the Houſe df 
Commons, to the Right Honourable the Committee of Lords aud Commons for the [ri(h affarres, 
and alſo to the Right Honourable the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Courcel of the City 
of London, earneftl defiring to promote the good of that Province and Kingdome, ſo that his en= 
deavuurs bere might wot be fruitleſſe, wor the expefations of the _Army there fruſtrate, in this 

their great neceſſity , doth humbly preſent the ſlate and condition of the Army in that pro.

= Hat at his arrivall there is September laſt, he found them in great wants both of cloathes and money, 
* ' being thenlately recurned from the taking of Piltown Caſtle ; and preſently after the Lord Preſident 
' galled a Councell of Warre, adviſing with them to march forch upon another Defigne, and how to 
- ©* Procure money, that the Souldiers and Officers might beenabled in ſome meaſure for that expedi- 
.tion ; and finding no way but by making uſe of friends to borrow, didthen rake up ſome money ,, (which 
yer temainsunſatisfied) Whereupon his Lordſhip drew forth all the forces of horſe. and foote (leaving ſuf- 
ficient guards roſecure our Gariions) intothe County of Lymbricke, which is above fourty miles from our 
' Winterquarrers, and arich countrey, where we intended ro have laine ſome time, the: better to relieve onr 
- men, and toannoy the enemy, which during our ſtay there, we did, by driving away theircarcle, and fireing 
all the Corn which we could not ſecure toour Gariens ; bur the violence of raine and ſtores were ſuch, the 
waters encreaſing, andour men by continuing in thefield, where they had lictleor no ſhelter, many ofthem 
alſo wanting Cloaths, and being bare foored, and moſt of them wanting ſhirrs , fell dangerouſly fick of the 
Flax; andammunition waxing ſcarce, and that we had, having raken err, we were enforced ( for thoſe rea- i . 
ſons) ro march back to 4allowe, where we ſtayed torefreſh our men whileft we ſent to Cork for a ſupply 

F Animunition,derefmining to march into the County of Ker-y,but the weather continuing with, ſuch vio- 
lencformes, thunder, lightningand raine, (ſuch as I have no: ſeene the like before) we were enforced into 

urgariſons not without the greathazzardofour Army, being conſtrain:d co wade to the Arme-pitrs, the ri- 
vers being ſo difficult to pate, (theenemy having deſtroyed all the Bridges) and fo being rerurned , we till 
expected a fairc opportunity to drayy forth our men, the berterro preſerve our ftores, yer the raine ſtill contis 
auingthe Army conld not be drayyne forth againe atmy comming away, when there was nor. r.. dayes pro» 
viſionleft at a ſmallalloſyance, that the wants of that Army were very great, inſomuch as the Officers had not 
receivedone pentiy pay for many weeks together, befogemy comming from thence ; andihat. many ofchcay 
avere forced ro paiyne their cloarhes to buy chem breag, and that many of the Officers ar this day goe upon 
ticket for what rhey have : That rhe countrey within our reach is generally wafted , and feelds neither tree' 

quarter, nor other accommodations, but the Souldiers are forced to content rhemlelves with what they carry 

on their backs, 

That wants in the Army were ſuch, that the common ſonldiers were for ſome weeks before I came away 
" Ritnred to 6. pencea week in money, anda loafe of 6. pence a peece, which was ſo {mall an allowance as that the 
ſouldiers, (eſpecially thoſe thar were ſent hence trom berrer means) could hardly be contained, and many of 
themgrew muchdiicontented thereat, which they profeſſed by often ſaying, rhar they would rather goe ro 
the Rebells, where chey ſhould be provided for , then flay and fiarve with us: of all which, I wasan Eye-

. That the horſe thereare generally very much impaired by a ſtrange mortality, and ſcarcely the one halfe 

afrhe former number are left, and thoſe mnch weakened by their late ill marches and conſtant duty, and 
thatno horſe havearrivedthere, fince Collonell /epſons, who were defigned in September 1645. and landed 
che beginning of the next Summer. : ;

ind therefore it is humbly offered as more expedient for the ſervice : That money and proviſions were ſent * 
rothem that are there upon the place, to enable them ro ſubfiſt untill a convenient ſeaton of doing lervice, 
then that more men ſhould be {ent over to encreaſe the charge, as of late hath bin, without meanes to de- 
ray the ſame : bur ifany forces be thither deſigned, it is humbly defired, that they may be haſtened over to 
nake our incurſions more frequent andeffectuall , yet fo as they bring ſome fir means of ſubliſtance wich 
them whereby the Rebels will be che more diſabled roraiſe an Army to withſtand us rhisnext Spring,
